G. N. Barnes, M. Pei 
tinuation of the statement made by him to the 
Press on August 24th, issues the following re- 
port by the Ministry of Food on the steps taken 
to meet the recommendations of the Commis- 
sioners of Enquiry into Industrial Unrest, so 
far as they relate to the control of essential 
foodstuffs, the State limitation of profita deriv- 
able from their sale, and the reduction of their 
EE by means of a State subsidy or other- 

"Control.—All the principal foodstuffs have 
been brought under control—that is to say, 
bread and flour, meat, potatoes, sugar, tea, 
milk, butter, cheese, and bacon. Control has 
further been extended to certain subsidiary foods, 
such as jam, oatmeal, dried peas and beans, 
chocolate and sweetmeats, and also to feeding 
stuffs for live stock. 

Limitation of Profits.—Prices have been, or 
are being, fixed at every stage of production 
and distribution of controlled commodities from 
the stockyard or barn to the shop counter. The 
spec ulative middleman has been eliminated, and 
the charges that may be made by the necessary 
miidleman and the retailer are being defined 
and regulated by fixing prices or a The 
action taken in respect of each principal food is 
described in greater detail below. 

Result of Control —This is most obvious in 
the case of the three most important foods— 
bread, meat, and potatoes. 

Bread .— The price of the 4tb. loaf for cash 
over the counter is now 9d., and of the 2b. 
loaf 4id. In some districts these loaves are 
being sold for less.

Potatoes.— As a result of the Prime Minister's 
guarantee to growers of £6 a ton, the acreage 
under potatoes has been considerably increased.

price of these is controlled, and will, as a rule. 
be about ld. per Ib. It may be more in some 
districts where transport charges are large, and 
less in others where they are small. 

OTHER FOODSTUFFS. 

The action taken on other foodstuffs is as 
follows :— 

Sugar.—Complainta in relation to this have 
centred on distribution rather than prices, and 
the new scheme of gugar distribution is designed 
to secure that such supplies as are available 
shall he distributed without suspicion of favour. 
It safeguards the position of the resident house- 
holder, whether he be rich or poor. The retail 
price, though not fixed by statutory order, is 
controlled by the Sugar Commission in such a 
way as to leave a reasonable margin only to al! 
dealers concerned. 

Milk.—It hag been necessary to sanction an 
increase in the price of milk, in accordance with 
& pledge given by the Government last spring, 
with @ view to securing an adequate supply 
during the winter. Prices are, however, fixed 
at all stages. Further, local Food Control Com- 
mittees are empowered to make their own ar- 
rangements for distribution, and the increased 
eost of production will not be allowed to inter- 
fere with the supply at reasonable prices to 
young children and invalids 

Tea.— The present retail prices of tea falling 
under the control scheme range from 2s. 4d. io 
Ss. per Ib. A certain amount of tea is not 
under control. Arrangements are being made 
to purchase, on behalf of the Government. the 
whole supplies needed for this country, and so 
extend control over all tea. The tea so pur- 
chased will be brought home in requisitioned 
ships at appreciably reduced rates of freight, 
and. there will be a substantial reduction in 
retail prices, A temporary shortage of iea is 
probably imevitable, but adequate supplies will 
be forthcoming later. 

Cheese.—Imported American and Canadian 
cheese of good quality is sold retail at the fixed 
price of Is. 4d. per Ih. The prices of English 
cheese are being ay hg usted for the purpose of 
encouraging farmers make more. 

Butter.—Importation ip being taken over hr 
the Goverament. Prices or ‘profits are fixed pro- 
visionally at all stages, 

Bacon, Hams, and Lard.—The import of 
these articles has been, or is being, taken over 
by the Government, and prices will be fixed at 
all stages as soon sa possible.

- THE FRENCH ADVANCE. 


The French advance north cf the Aisne is pro- 
ceeding, reports the Special Correspondent of 
The Times at French Headquarters, at an 
astonishing pace. Since my last telegram our 
Allies have added to the slice of territory 
shich they occupied in their attack of Tuesday 
another almost as large, and are still pressing 
on, and taking more prisoners and guns. There 
is no longer a salient at Chavignon. They are 
now nearly & mile north of the village, and 
trom that point, their line, instead of running 
south-west to Allement, as it did om Tuesday 
evening, trikes due west to meet the 
«-Laon Railway, more than a mile 
to north of Vauxaillon. To-day 
ihe French have also taken Pinon, and 
«ith it 600 prisoners, and are part of the way 
through the forest of Pinon, to the north of it, 
so that the effort of the German reserves seems 
to have died away rather quickly. Meanwhile, 
och signs as the cutting down of fruit trees 
sod the burning of farmsteads, the senseless 
outrages which were the prelude to the retreat 
from the Somme, seem to support the proposi- 
tion, which I have already ventured to sug- 
gest, of the possibility of a general retirement 
of the German troops in this region. But, in 
any case, even if we still have to wait for this 
larcer result, there iá no doubt that the French 
by the whirlwind success of their present thrust, 
have. for the time being, severely demoralised 


the enemy.

This object shall be attained 
through the Sinn Fein. organisation, which 
shall, in the name of the sovereign Irish 
people (a) deny the.right,.and oppose the will 
of the British Parliament and British Crown, 
or any other foreign Government to legislate 
for Ireland; (b) make use of any and every 
means available to render impotent the power 
of England to hoid Ireland in subjection by 
military force or otherwise. And, whereas no 
law made without the authority and consent of 
the Irish people is ever, or can be, binding on 
their conscience, therefore, “ff accordance with 
the résolution of Sinn Fein, adopted in Conven- 
tion, 1905, a ° Constituent Assembly shall 
be convoked, comprising’ persons chosen by the 
Irish constituencies, aa the supreme. national 
authority to speak and act in the name of the 
Irish people, and to devise and formulate mea- 
sures for the welfare of the whole people of 
ireland.”

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GERMANS DISORGANISED. 
The Press Association’s Special Correspondent 
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The French, following up Tuesday's success, 
continued this morning their advance towards 
the Oise-Aisne Canal, on the front between 
Chavignon and Monkey Mountain above Vaux- 
aillon. Advancing from the west and south, 
they pushed the Germans before them, captur- 
mg Pmon and the Rosay Farm. At Pinon they 
took over 600 prisoners, including the com- 
mander of a battalion. There are signs of con- 
fusion and disorganisation in the German forces 
eouth of the canal. Cont®adictory orders were 
found among the papers of a battalion com- 
mander taken at Pinon. At first he was in- 
structed to retire, and then a little later an 
order was given to hold the position at any 
cost, Another order captured on artillery 
officers provided for the abandonment of a 
battery of four mortars, after the removal of 
the breech blocks. The French. now hold all 
the heights on the south of the canal-above the 
western end of the Ailette Valley. and are 
firmlv established on the receding slopes from 
Vauxaillon to Chavignon. 


GERMAN CLAIMS ON ITALIAN 
FRONT, 

Last night’s German rommunioué. 
to the Italian front fi¢hting, says :— 

In military comradeship German and Austro- 
Hungarian troops yesterday attacked, side by 
side, in the battle against their former allies. 
advancing to the assault on a width of over 
thirty kilometres. After a short and intense 
firing preparation, the tried divisions broke 
through the Italian Isonzo front in the Flitch 
Basin and at Tolmino. Strong enemy positions 
barring the valleys were over-run in the first 
thrust. Notwithstanding the stubborn defence, 
our troons scaled the steep mountain slopes, 
and stormed the enemy point of support which 
crowned the heights. Snow and rain rendered 
dificult the advance in the rugged mountain 
land, Their effects were everywhere overcome. 
The desperate resistance of the Italians had 
to be broken down manv times in: fierce hand- 
to-hand engagements. The fighting operation 
is proceeding. Up to the evening over 10,000 
prisoners. including divisional and brigade 
staffs and rich booty in guns and war material, 
have been announced. i 


GERMAN EVENING OFFICIAL.

Naval Air Service. Under the Air Board, 
although to some extent co-ordinated, they havo 
stil: been separate Services, with the result that 
interesta continue to clash. The new Ministry 
is to have control of production and personnel, 
ordering the aeroplanes and accessories requried 
from the Minswtry of Munitions, and supplying 
the Army and the Navy on the different fronts. 
Th» proposed new Ministry will also provide a 
eeparate strategic flying force to used in 
operations to counter the German air attacks 
on this country, and to be under the instruc-

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NEW NATIONAL PARTY. 


REFERENCES TO THE IRISH 
SITUATION. 

A meeting to inaugurate the National Party 
was held yesterday at Queen’s Hall, Langham 
place, London, under the chairmanship of Ad- 
mitral Lord Beresford, who was eupported by 
Lord Moutagu of Beaulieu, Brigadier-Genera! 
H. Page Croft, M.P.; Mr. J. Havelock Wilson, 
Ear! Bathurst, Miss Constance Williams, and 


others. 

Lord Beresford, in opening the proceedings, 
said the National Party had been called into 
being owing to the general feeling existing in 
the country that the nation needed reform in 
party and -political methods. They wanted to 
get rid of party squabbling and vote-catching 
for party purposes. A need of the moment was 
more honesty in polities and straight running. 
They had seen enough of what was called 
‘amazing ability,” imagination without judg- 
ment The Almighty alone knew what that 
imagination had meant to us in losses and in 
expenditure of money. National reforms had 
been forgotten, and the public had been hum- 
bugged continually. Secrecy. had been the 
motto of our Government, whereas it was much 
better to tell people the whole truth. (Cheers.) 
Take the question of tonnage. What was put in 
the published lists was true eo far as it went, 
but the inference drawn therefrom was abso. 
lutely incorrect.” In matters crucial to the war 
the public had been ahead of the Government 
ail through, and one result was that millions of 
money had been needlessly spent. More purity 
wanted in our national life, and the 
National Party would protest against secret 
funds notoriously used for a degrading and 
corrupt sale of honours. His worde were strong, 
but he meant them to be strong. Money had 
been devoted to personal and party enda 
against national] and patriotic requirements. The 
National Party wanted to get rid once for .all 
of party chicanery, jobbery, and eelf-seeking. 
The party machine entirely stifled independent 
criticam, and sacrificed principles to obtain 
votes, Unionist leaders had deserted their prin- 
ciples, and they had to-day in Ireland 200,000 
of the finest specimens of humanity in the 
world marching and drilling to help the enemies 
of the old country.

Referring to Mr. Balfour's eulogy of Irish 
troops, the Chronicle quotes histornc testumon, 
on this ecore.

Sd. por 
dozen, or quite 40 per cent. higher than [ast 
year at thie time. Fewer fowls and iwmereasea 
prices of feeding stuffs have made the dearer 
egy inevitable. No amount of argument will 
alter the law of supply and demand. There is 
n> substitute for boiled, fried, or poached eggs, 
and in the course of the next two months there 
will be so few new-laid eggs in the country 
that only invalids, children, and wounded 
soldiere may eat them. We shall be keeping 
laying hens in cages instead of parrets or 
canaries. Seriously, two-thirds of the garden 
ur der potatoes, and the other third a fowl-run, 
seems the only serious way. out Domestic 
house scraps, boiled with a little plain pepper 
in winter, may suffice for laying hens, if not 
for table fowls.

SCENE AT A PICTURE SHOW. 


An exciting scene occurrell recently at a 


cinematograph entertainment given at the Fair 
Green, Roscommon. It bad been previously an- 
nounced that pictures of Thomas Ashe’s funeral 
would be screencd. The audience was fairly 
large, and contained a number of sympathisers 
with the Sinn Fein movement.

There were shouts of “ Put him 
out,” and; some members of the audience 
having come to the support of the soldier, mat- 
ters were assuming a threatening aspect, when 
the manager of the entertainment came on the 
scene and succeeded in quelling the disturbance. 
The pictures, which had been suspended during 
the excitement, were resumed, and when the 
Ashe funeral film was produced cries were re- 
vived, “ A Soldier's Song “ was sung, and there 
were shouts of “ Easter week.” A counter 
demonstration on the part of the soldier element 
took place, “ God Save the King” being sung 
and the Union Jack being waved. Excitemen 
ran high, and it was with considerable difficulty 
that both sections could be kept apart. Mat- 
ters were, however, quieted down. It may be 
added that during the disturbance a shout 
“Up Redmond ' met with a good response.
